Soviet Studies 
Its U.N. Dues 


U.S.-British Plan 
May Be Accepted 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y 
(AP) — Private talks between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union 
have 
raised 
hopes 
in 
some 
quarters 
that the

powers may settle a money dis­ 
pute that could shake the United 
Nations. 
The United States has been 
insisting that 
Russia pay at 
least part of its share of the 
U.N. peacekeeping operations in 
the Congo and the Middle East. 
Otherwise,

their vote in the General Assem­ 
bly. 
The Russians reply that such 
pressure 
could 
result in the 
“ breakup of the

tions.” 
Diplomatic sources report that 
American 
and

ings last month on an American 
British 
compromise 
plan.

calls for the Russians to pay 
p art of their back assessments 
In exchange they would be as­ 
sured more voice in peacekeep­ 
ing operations and their financ­ 
ing.

New Quake, 
High Tides 
Hit Alaska 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 
Quake-torn south-central Alaska 
coastal communities, jolted by 
another sharp after-snock Sun­ 
day, battled floods of sea water 
from high spring tides today. 
The sea, pulled into high tides 
about this time each year by the 
combined attraction of the moon 
and sun, has been moving up 
into areas which sank in the 
disastrous earthquake of March 
27. 
The highest for April are ex­ 
pected today and Tuesday, and 
owners of business buildings in 
the sunken areas have been try ­ 
ing to protect them by jacking 
them 
up 
or 
building 
dikes 
around them. 
Flooding is the big problem 
now. 
Sunday’s 
aftershock 
didn’t m ake much impression 
on the residents of this shaken 
state. The ground rocked, and 
dishes and windows rattled, but 
no one was reported hurt. The 
casualty list of the big quake 
still stands at 114 dead or miss­ 
ing and the dam age is estim at­ 
ed at $750 million. 
Land in places along the rim 
of the Gulf of Alaska, on the 
Kenai Peninsula and on Kodiak 
Island is believed to have sunk 
from three to six feet in places.

WASHINGTON (AP) - New 
cotton and wheat stabilization 
programs, retaining planting al­ 
lotments established earlier for 
1964 crops, have been announced 
by Secretary of Agriculture Or­ 
ville L. Freem an. 
Freem an announced the pro­ 
visions of the program s, which 
affect growers, producers and 
exporters, shortly after Presi­ 
dent Johnson signed the cotton- 
wheat bill Saturday. 
The legislation will provide 
about $1 billion in payments to 
wheat and cotton farm ers and 
subsidies 
to 
domestic 
cotton 
mills. 
The wheat program , which in­ 
cludes a national planting allot­ 
ment of 49.5 million acres, di­ 
vides growers into two groups— 
those who plant and harvest 
within allotments and those who 
don’t. 
Farm ers who cooperate with 
the allotments will be eligible 
for: 
1. Price supports at the na­ 
tional average of $1.30 a bushel 
2. Government-issued m arket­ 
ing certificates on 90 per cent 
of the normal wheat yield on 
their allotments. 
3. For the remaining IO per 
cent of their normal yield, they 
will get whatever price the m ar 
ket offers. 
4. In addition, they will be 
eligible for payments on wheat 
land diverted under the wheat 
allotment program. The diver­ 
sion payments will be 20 per 
cent of the county’s wheat sup­ 
port rrte multiplied by the nor 
mal yield of the diverted acres 
Farm ers will be permitted to 
divert up to 20 per cent of their 
allotment. 
Cooperating farm ers will not 
be allowed to exceed acreage 
allotments 
assigned 
them 
on 
other crops grown on the farm s, 


nor will they be perm itted to ex­ 
ceed the wheat allotment on any 
ether farm in which they may 
have an interest. They will be 
required to devote any land di­ 
verted from wheat under their 
allotments to a conserving use 
—not another cash crop.

Rights Bill 
Foes Said 
'Ridiculous' 


CINCINNATI (A P) — U. S. 
Rep. Robert Taft Jr. has urged 
Ohio Republicans not to be mis­ 
led “ by a barrage of propagan­ 
da on the civil rights bill.” 
Taft who is seeking the GOP 
senatorial nomination, said Sun­ 
day opponents of the bill have 
been trying to drum up support 
by making ridiculous statem ents 
about the bill, which is now 
pending in the U. S. Senate. 
T aft’s opponent for the nomina­ 
tion, Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown, has been criticizing him 
for having helped to write the 
m easure.

Dead Cleric 
Is Eulogized 


Cincinnati Racial 
Memorial Is Held 


CINCINNATI (AP) — “When 
men find something for which 
they can die, other men find 
something for which they can 
live.” 
The Rev. Fred Shuttlesworth 
spoke the words to a quiet group 
of 200 persons who gathered 
yesterday for a memorial serv­ 
ice in honor of the Rev. Bruce 
W. Klunder, the Cleveland min­ 
ister who was killed in a civil 
rights demonstration in Cleve­ 
land last week. 
“If nothing else can be learn­ 
ed by this man’s death,’’ the 
Rev. Mr. Shuttlesworth, a civil 
rights leader, said, “it is that 
we had better oppose a system 
that is . . . sinful.” 
“We have a great big job to 
do in this country and too few 
are willing to demonstrate. It 
is for us to say that we, too, 
are dedicated to the cause that 
our country must be the land 
of the free and the home of the 
brave even if we must lay 
down our lives in sacrifice.” 
The Rev. Mr. Klunder died 
when he threw himself behind a 
bulldozer at a school construc­ 
tion site. He was among demon­ 
strators protesting that construc­ 
tion of the school would re- 
segregate the area. 
The memorial service was 
held in Garfield Park and the 
group then marched five blocks 
to Cincinnati’s downtown Foun­ 
tain Square. Both white and Ne­ 
groes participated and there 
were no incidents. 
The Rev. Robert Johnson of 
Greenhills Community Church 
and a classmate of the Rev. Mr. 
Klunder at Yale Divinity School, 
announced that a Klunder fam­ 
ily fund has been started in Cin­ 
cinnati. 
Another speaker, Clyde Vine­ 
gar, chairman of the local Con­ 
gress of Racial Equality chap­ 
ter, said “the death of Rev. 
Klunder to us has been a new 
breath of life. It has given us 
new energy. We believe his 
death has set the pattern. We 
believe that if we have to lay 
our bodies in front of tractors 
we will do it.”

“ ghetto” schools.
